Mr. Frank B. Carpenter, the well-

Sumner sal 
down at .his desk and took out his 
cheek book, and, aa he handed Wilson 
a check for the amount asked for, he 
said, 'Wilson, I always have $100 for a 
friend.' Wilson, put the check in his 
pocketbook and, expressing his thanks, 
went away. Sumner turned to me and 
said, 'There is something for your note 
book." 


It is indeed something worthy of re- 


cord to the honor of him whom it con- 
cerns. Here was a man who was the 
next day to assume the second office in 
the government of the country, yet 
whose means were so extremely modest 
; that he needed $100 for the necessary 
expenses of the inauguration. And yet 
this man had had opportunities of 
boundless wealth, for he had been in 
positions of the highest trust and re- 
sponsibility. 
For eighteen years he 


had been a member of the Senate of 
the United States, and during the 
whole term of the War had been chair- 
man of the Committee oa Military Af- 
fairs. In this position he had to do 
with measures which concerned the 
raising of vast armies, and their equip- 
ment for the field, which involved the 
expenditure at hundreds of millions.

In his life and ending Ralston was

After varied, 
fortunes, in 1849 Com. Garrison killed 
a well-known Missinsippian in a li^ht, 
shooting him in the head just in time 
to save his own life. The tamily of the 
man he killed was a very rich and 
powerful one at that time, and while 
Garrison did what ho did clonrly in 
solf-dofonco, yet ho corlainly would 
have been killed by some of the dead 
man's brothers if lie continued to run 
on tho river. Ho therefore concluded 
to loavo the south, and tho California 
gold excitement breaking out at that 
time, he went out there, his olerk, Bal- 


(ton, following him. As might be ex- 
pected, Garrison grew very rich, and 
established the tirni of Garrison, Fretz 
& Ralston. After making an immense 
fortune he came cast to New York, 
leaving Ralston one of the loading 
financiers of that section. His life, ad- 
"venture, auu sad death are too well re- 
membered to need further mention.—

TUK PAPKR 
SHIRT. 


No doubt many newspapers have 


noticed a falling off in circulation the 
past year, and, have charged it to the 
general depression in business. Such 
.is not the case. The trouble is owing 
to a recent invention.' 
Some experi- 


menting fool has had patened a paper 
shirt, on which is printed continued 
stories/ novelettes, and selections from 
poets. These new-fangled shirts have 
bosoms with a dozen thickness of pa- 
per, and on each thickness is a story or 
an article of reading matter that is in- 
teresting. When one bosom becomes 
dirty, or has been perused, it is torn off 
and a fresh bosom and a fresh story is 
revealed. This is wrong. It takes the 
mind of the wearer of the shirt away 
from legitimate literature. The Sun 
looks with alarm upon this new inven- 
tion, and sounds the alarm, that other 
papers that are even more interested 
than the writer can take it np and do 
something to choke off this obstacle, 
remove aa it were, the paper shirt The 
new administration must do something 
to put a stop to the paper shirt, or the 
foundations of literature are liable to 
be knocked into a cocked hat 
If this 


thing is not set down npon by Mr. 
Cleveland, he is not the kind of a man 
we supposed we had elected. By ad- 
vocating Belva Lockwood we took Re- 
publican votes enough from Elaine to 
elect Cleveland, and now he must pro- 
tect us, even as Belva would if she had 
been elected. Does anybody suppose 
that Belva would have permitted a pa- 
per shirt to block the wheels of literary 
progress, if she had been elected? No!

If something is not 
done the street cars will be filled with 
men who will have their heads bnried 
in their shirt bosome, reading blood 
and thunder stories, while newsboys 
freeze on the steps outside with unsold 
papers, and editors walk home for the 
want of a nickel to pay car lare. The 
family fireside, of an evening, instead 
of being brightened by a newsy paper, 
will show the man of the house sitting 
by the grate reading the front of his 
shirt, his wife behind him reading the 
back of it, and the children and guests 
reading the sleeves and cuffs. It will 
be unhealthy, because the shirt will 
have to be read clear down to the tail, 
where tho story is to. be continued In 
the next shirt, and no man can submit 
to that without catching cold. If this 
thing is allowed to go on and take root, 
it will drive out all newspaper com- 
petition, and many editors who are now 
doing business for themselves will be 
compelled to seek employment at a 
paper-mill and edit the dally or weekly 
shirt-tail. It will be humiliating to an 
editor to be obliged to come down to 
that, bnt how much more humiliating 
will it be to the American people to 
know that by patronizing the literary 
paper shirts they have driven out of 
existence the newspapers that did so 
much to make the country a success. 
The paper shirt can never take the 
place of the newspaper among culti- 
vated readers, but a majority of readera 
are not cultivated, and had as soon 
read a shirt as anything, so the papers 
will die out for want of support. Be- 
fore our people become addicted to the 
paper shirt with its dime novels, let 
them stop and think of the other hearts 
that will ache.—Peck's Sun.
